THE LEADERS STILL CONFIDENT. 

It is curious to note the confidence of the 
two leading candidate and their close adher- 
herents, even inthe face of this morning’s 
ballots. They wére as confident as on yester- 
day and declared that so far from there being 
any prospect of a break in their lines they 
expect very soon to make serious inroads 
upon the ranks of their opponents. The long 
strain is beginning to tell upon Mills. He has 
made an aggresive fight and has borpbe 
the burden of his canvass on his 
own shoulders. He looked fatigued 
and nervous this morning, but spoke with 
much spirit of the loyalty of his followers. 

Judge Crisp declared that he had not losta 
vote since Saturday night, and would soon 
be making gains. His nomination before the 
day closes was confindently expected by his 
workers. Judge Crisp’s leutenants say they 
know fora certainty that they have enough 
second choice. votes to elect their candi- 
date, and they are not fearful of the 
result. It was the tactics of both Mills 
and Crisp yesterday to strive to bring up 
their vote to-day to 1009 or over, believing 
that if this could be done a break would oc- 
cur. To-day’s ballots disclose how they have 
failed to accomplish their purpose. 

Springer said to the PoOST-DISPATCH Corres- 
pondent during the noon recess: 

**I have seventeen followers who will stick 

resolutely to me to the end, an@I have confi- 
dent expectation of materially increas- 
ing this strength early in the 
balloting this afternoon. All talk about 
combination or withdrawal is rediculous so 
farasI am concerned, Every minor candi- 
date has more inthe situation to give him 
hope to-day than he had forty-eight hours 
ago.’’

While he is 
working enterprisingly among his opponents’ 
forces the labor of his canvas: is by no means 
as heavy as that of Mills or Crisp. 


AFTER THE RECESS. 
The members of the caucus were rather 
tardy in resuming their seats in the hall of 
the House to renew the struggle after the ad- 
journment. When 2 o’clock came Chatr- 
man Holman rapped for order and ordered the 
clerks to proceed with the roll call for the 20th 
ballot.

Murderer Loppy Executed at Sing 
Sing at 12:08 To-day. 


A Powerful Electric Current the Agent 
of the Law. 


LIFE CEASED INSTANTLY AND WITHOUT 
PAIN. 


The Warrant Read at 10 O’Clock—Loppy 
Wasthe Least Concerned of All—The 
Instrument Upon Which He Was to 
Suffer Was No Terror to Him and He 
Met Death Fearlessly—The Autopsy and 
Burial—Incidents of the Affafr. 


SinG Sine, N. Y., Dec. 7.—Martin D. Loppy, 
wife murderer, has been executed. The 
signal announcing thatall is over was run 
upon the flagstaff at 12:08. It was preceded 
by the buzzing indicating that the dynamos 
had been set to work.e@ The crowd of news- 
paper men and curious people are waiting in 
front of the prison gates. 

The signal, a black flag, indicating that he 
had been put to death, was hoisted on the 
flag-staff over Warden Brown’s house at 
12:08, At that time there were but few persons 
outside of the prison except the armed men 
acting as a guard around the prison and the 
newspaper reporters. The latter had kept 
upa constant vigil and the first indication 
that the law was carried out and Loppy sent 
into eternity was the appearance of the dis- 
mal death signal. The exact time that 
Loppy was killed can not be officially 
stated, but presuming that the man was 
promptly sent to display the signal not more 
than three or four minutes could have 
elapsed between the minute Loppy was 
actually killed and the time of  hoist- 
ing the signal. According to 
Warden Brown § the execution was 
carried out the same asat the time of the 
Killing of the four meninthe same chair in 
July last. The Warden refused to give any 
information except to say that the law had 
been carried out and, thatthe execution of 
Loppy was a success. 

Loppy was attended in his last moments by 
Chaplain Low of the Tombs Prison and Chap- 
lain Egerton of Sing Sing Prison. When 
Loppy arrived at Sing Sing three weeks ago 


he was sullen and  =Aindifferent, but 
he gradually changed under the teach- 
ings of the ministers. Chaplains 


Low and Edgerton were with the condemned 
man when Warden Brown, accompanied by 
Principal Keeper Connaughton, appeared at 
Loppy’s cage to read to him the death war- 
rant. Loppy was more intelligent than any 
of the murderers who had been confined 
in the death-house. He listened with 
bowed head, and when the Warden finished 
reading the doémed man was led out of his 
cage The little’procession then started for 
the t chamber. Warden Brown and 
Keeper Connaughton led the way directly 
ahead of Loppy, who had to be led by the 
keepers through the dark passage way on 
account of his partial blindness. 

As soon as Loppy arrivedin the execution 
room he was promptly placed in the chair 
and strapped so he could not move head, 
hand or foot. While this was being done the 
experts, physicians and other persons pres- 
ent were grouped about the roomin a semi- 
circle. 

The electrodes were then applied to the 
condemned man, one covering the forehead 
and temples andthe other the calf of the 
right leg. The electrodes were moistened 
with salt water before the current was 


-turnedon and at intervals afterwards, Oapt. 


Hilbert, who was in charge of the death ma- 
chinery, had the dynamo running and every- 
thing was ready forturning onthe current. 
As the signal gvas given to the man at 
the switchboard to turn on the 
current, Drs. MacDonald, Landy and 
Rosenweil stood near the chair with watches 
in th3ir hands to time the respiration and the 
beating of the heart. Noneof the witnesses 
would reveal how Loppy died. It is under- 


stood that 1,485 volts were used, the 
same as at the July execution, 
and that a current of that 


voltage was continued from fifty to sixty 
seconds. As soon as Loppy was pronounced 
dead the straps which bound his body were 
removed and the dead murderer was carried 
into the apartment directly off the execution 
room, where an autopsy was held under 
the direction of Drs. MacDonald and 
Landy. The other physicians were present 
and they al! made notes as the autopsy pro- 
deeded. Loppy’s remains were then placed 
in a rough pine coffin and soon after sundown 
this evening the coffin will be borne on the 
shoulders of four convicts to the little ceme- 
tery onthe hill within the prison grounds 
and placed ina grave filled with slack lime 
alongside of the graves of Wood, Slocum and 
Jugiro, who were executed last summer. 

‘Lhe preparations for the execution were at- 
temded with the same precautions as to 
secrecy which marked the execution of the 
four murderers last July. Warden Brown 
made a great many enemies last summer by 
his attempt to Keep the story of the execution 
from the public, and he was subjected to 
much criticism and abuseatthe time. But 
he carried out again on this occasion what 
he conceives to be his duty under the law 
which prohibits the publication of the facts 
connected with the execution. In his annual 
report the Warden has urged the repeal of 
the secrecy Clause of the law. Until that 
clause is repealed, however, he says that he 
will carry on executions in the manner of the 
Lo } execution, and of the _ four 
executions which were carried out un- 
der his supervision last summer, exclud- 
ing newspaper representatives from the jail 
during the time immediately preceding the 
execution and in the presence of tne wit- 
nesses, whom hé called under pledge not to 
reveal the secrets of the execution room, 
The Warden’s witnesses have been invited 
to the prison this afternoon. Under the law 
the execution was to occur atany time dur- 
ing the week after midnight of Sunday. The 
law leaves the exact time of the execution to 
the discretion of the Warden. ‘The time 
which has been chosen on the two occasions 
when executions have beep had before, was 
the time between daybreak and 7 o’clock 
the hour when the prisoners are release 
from their cells to g0 to work 
inthe shops. At Auburn this was hecessary 
because the seo to cause the death was the 

wer used in the workshops of the prison. 
But at Sing Sing the. dynamo power is inde- 
pendent of the shop power. Allof the elec- 
trical apparatus used in the execution 
had been carefully tested = the expert elec- 
triclans who have been here for several 
days. The dynamo has been run up to full 
speed and the bolts connected with the en- 
gine have been tested carefully to provide 
against the probability of a repetition of the 
accident which, at the time of the first 
electrocution, reduced the speed of the 
dynamo and weakened the current. The 
execupion room is in a temporary 
tf structure built on the south side 
- the main building of the prison. 
There are two rooms in the little bullding, 


one the execution room and the other the 
room where the autopsy its held. The execu- 
tion room is in the eastern part of the build- 
ing. Against the partition which divides the 
building is built a closet for the executioner. 
He enters it from the autopsy room. 

Some of the witnesses were taken down to 
the execution room this morning to study tie 
arrangements which have been made. To 
many they were familiar, but some of the 
witnesses hada pg egg rather thana 
curious interest in seeing that everything 
was in working order. Dr. Carlos McDonald, 
on whom the responsibility of the executions 
of last June rested rather heavily, was inter- 
ested in knowing thatevery wire was in 
place and that the current responded to the 
proper tests. The dynamo was runto test 
the current and the volt meter on the switch 
board on the south wall of the executioner’s 
closet responded to a test of 3,000 volts. 

Lopp as been preparing for death for 
several weeks. He has never ceased to pro- 
test his innocence of the crime with which he 
is charged, but he has had no hope of escap- 
ing the death penalty. He came to the prison 
a physical wreck, deaf, blind in one eye, and 
with his whole system shattered by drink. 
The quiet prison life and the coarse, healthy 
prison fare have restored some of his vitality 
and cleared his besotted mind. Oflate he 
found some consolation in religion and Mr. 
Lay, the chaplain of the Tombs, hearin 
from the prison’ chaplain, Mr. Edgerton of 
his interest in religion, visited him at Sing 
Sing once to talk with and to comfort him. 

Mr. Edgerton had been with hima great 
deal inthe last twodgys. Monday he spent 


several hours in the condemned 
man’s cell reading to him from 
the Bible and praying with 
him. Mr. Edgertion found Loppy quite re- 


signed to his fate. Warden Brown has been 
down to see him once or twice, and has told 
him that he could have anything that he 
wanted toeat. Helet him understand yes- 
terday that he had nothing to fear Monday 
morning, and so Loppy slept rather peace- 
fully through Sunday night. 

Nearly every train to-day brought wit- 
nesses, but many of them were unknown to 
the correspondents, and Warden Brown re- 
fused to divulge theirhames. Among those 
who had arrived up toll o’clock were: Dr. 
Ransom, physician at Clinton prison; Dr. 
Landy of Columbia, branch of Buffalo; Dr. 
Carlos McDonald of the State Lunacy Board;

Corner’s physician 
of New York; M Barlow of Newburgh, 
a friend of the Warden’s; Chaplain Law of 
the Tombs and Chaplain Edgerton of the 
prison. Thetwoclergymen visited the con- 
demned shortly beforethe dinner hour, and 
found him a trifie nervous, but still not what 
might be termed broken up. He looked up 
apprehensively asthey entered, and as he 
recognized them an expression of relief stole 
across his face. He Hstened attentively to 
all that was read and said, and murmured an 
**amen after the prayer. 

Loppy murdered his wife in the top floor of 
a New York tenement house on July 4, 1890. 
He was drunk, and the crime was the out- 
come of one of his protracted debauches.

SHAME ON ‘PARADE.

Testimony in London’s Latest Divorce 
+ Suit Scandal. 


THE COURT-ROOM CROWDED TO HEAR 
THE SPICY EVIDENCE, 


Both Sides Confident of Victory—Charges 
of Cruelty fustained—A Deed of Sepa- 
ration That Was Not Consummated— 
Miss St. John Under Cross-Examina- 
tion. 


LONDON, Dec. 7.—The number of people 
who are anxious to listen tothe revelations 
in the st. John divorce cases have become so 
large that it was found necessary this morn- 
ing toadopt measuresto prevent the unin- 
vited from entering the court-room. The 
usual order of things has been reversed in 
this case, and the members of the theatrical 
profession, who are the most anxious seek- 
ers for tickets, are ‘‘the show.’’ The audi- 
ence this morning seemed to be well ac- 
quainted with each other, and there was 
much chatting and laughing until Mr. Jus- 
tice Jeun opened court. Sir Charles Rus- 
sell, fresh from his triumph in the great Rus- 
sell separation case, appeared confident that 
his client, Miss St. John, would establish the 
charges of cruelty and adultery made by her 
against her husband, the well-known actor, 
Duplaney Marius. Mr. C.. F. Gill, whoap- 
peared for Marius, seemed equally confident, 
and the audience seemed to be‘about equally 
divided in their sympathies. 

The first witness calted this morning was 
Surgeon Cooper. He was called to support 
the charges of the cruelty made by Miss St. 
John. He testified ghat he had been called to 
attend Miss St. John. He had examined her 
and had found a brulse on her breast. Her 
back was also injured and she was suffering 
much pain. Marks of the bruise in her 
breast lasted for four months and the injury 
might have been serious ia its consequences. 

When the court adjourned on Saturday 
Miss St. John wasinthe witness box under- 
going the painfal ordeal of being cross-ex- 
amined by Mr. Gill. After Surgeon Cooper 
had given his testimony Miss st. John was 
called to resume her testimony. In response 
to the questions put to her by Mr. Gill, Miss 
St. John saidthatshe preparedthe deed of 
separation between herself and husband.The 
deed contained no clause requiring chastity 
on her part. Although her husband said he 
was fond of their child he never showed it by 
his actions. The signing of the deed of sepa- 
ration fell through in the question of the 
custody of the child. Marius had received at 
different times the sum of £236 from her. She 
had written to her husband telling him she 
had heard he was having her watched, but 
that they could not harm her. If he wasso 
flush that he could pay mento watch her, he 
ought to pay her the money he had borrowed 
from her under false pretenses. She also said 
in the letter that If his mistress’ husband was 
wise, he would doas she (Miss St. John) had 
done and get rid of such cattle. Miss 8t.John 
declared that she had never sworn at her 
husband before servants. He had written 
her that he was mad with jealousy. She did 
not know of whom he was jealous. 

Mr. Glllthen resumed his questioning in 
regard to the relations between Miss St. John 
and Mr. Arthur Cohen, with whom Mr. Ma- 
rius charges his wife has been criminally 
intimate. Miss $t. John saidthat while she 
and Cohen were at Monte Carlo the tatter 
gave hera gold purse. Cohen used to call 
her Florence and she called him Arthur. 
When her husband had become involved in 
litigation she had lent him money. She re- 
ceived a salary of £8 weekly when she first 
came to London,” Afterwards her salary was 
advanced until she received £70a week. The 
most valuable present Cohen ever gave her 
was worth £20. Shehad received far more 
valuable presents from other persons. She 
had received gifts ‘‘from crowned heuds 
down to persons in as humble positions as 
ourselves.’’ Justice Jeun here interrupted 
Mr. Gill, remarking that there was no need 
for the jury to be told that actresses received 
presents. 

SYMPATHY FOR ROBERTS. 

Prof. Roberts of Bath College, whose name 
was, apparently, used most unjustly in con- 
nection with the recent Russell vs. Russell 
divorce proceedings, has been advised by 
counsel that anaction for slander against 
Countess. Russell could not be successfully 
brought unless the statements she madeare 
repeated outside of the court. Prof. Roberts 
has the sympathy of the public, the general 
opinion being that there is not the slightest 
foundation for the serious allegations made 
against him by Countess Russell.

TRAMWAY ACROSS SUEZ—MOZART’S CENTENARY

The commercial treaties between Italy, 
Germany and Austria, which were signed on 
Saturday, have created more confidence in 
financial circles, and prices of all securities 
on the Bourse to-day are slightly higher with 
a firmer tone prevalling.

STRANGE YARNS ABOUT THIBET. 


A Country in Middle Asia That Has At- 
tracted Able Chinese Story Tellers. 


From the Washington Evening Star. 


A curious collection of facts respecting 
Thibet, as represented various Chinese 
authors and travelers, has been made by Mr. 
Woodville Rockhill,who has himself explored 
that mysterious country of middle Asia. 

On New Year’s Day at the capital city, 
Lh’asa, there begins a season of festivity. 
One of the entertainments is called the 
**Spectacle of the Flying Spirits.’’ The per- 
formers stretch an enormously large rope, 
made of hide, all the way from the top to the 
bottom of Mount Potala; thenthey fasten 
grooved blocks of wood to thelr chests and 
sail down the Hne like so many swallows. 
Ontop of this same mountain dwells the 
pope of the Buddhist religion, who is called 


the tale lama. He is also the 
incarnation of the god which chiefly 
protects mankind. On the 30th 


oftbe month there is another great sport, 
when the king of the devils is driven away. A 
ss is chosen to play the part ofthe tale 
ama, anda layman, selected for his wit and 
activity,takes the role of the demon, The lat- 
ter smears his face with black and white paint, 
and goes beforethe pretended tale lama for 
the purpose of mocking him. The two have 
the argument of religion,the issue of which is 
finally referred by mutual consenttoa cast 
of dice. These dice are very big ones, about 
the size of apples; but the poor flend has no 
show at allin the gamble,for his dice ts blank 
on every side, while the lama’s has the highest 
number on each ofits faces. In Thibet, as In 
Christian countries, itisalways laudable to 
defraud the devil. 

Being beaten, the king of the devils is 
frightened ard runs away, with all*the 
people after him, firing guns and cannon, so 
that he is obliged to hide at length ina hole 
in the mountain,’ where provisions have 
previously been placed to feed him for a few 
days while he remains in concealment. 
There are nearly as many demons in Thibet 
as there are human inhabaltants, andthe 
priests or ‘‘lamas’’ are Kept very busy ex- 
orcising them, because otherwise they would 
swarm everywhere and do no endof mis- 
chief. If any one ts sick or annoyed inany 
waythe devils are responsible, and the only 
sensible thing is to go and hirea priest to 
drive them off. ‘For this purpose the lama 
reads aloud from the sacred writings, blows 
a horn made from a human thigh bone, beats 
a drum mapufactured out of two human 
skulls, rings a bell and tells over a rosary of 
disk-shaped beads cut out of human skulls. 
The lamas also doa large business in fortune 
telling. Sometimes they ascertain the fates 
with barleycorns; at others they burn sheep 
bones for the same purpose or gaze into bowls 
of water. 

According to one author, there is @ very as- 
tonishing curiosity in Thibet in the shape of 
a plant that files. It resembles a dog in 
shape, is the color of a tortoiseshell, and is 
very tame. If lions or elephants see it they 
are frightened, ‘‘hence it is the king of 
beasts.’’ There isa kind of Diack donkey 
whichcan copein fight with thetiger. On 
the icy peaks of the Himalayas, says this im. 
aginative writer, there is a ‘‘snow maggot,’’ 
resembling Ihe silkworm in appearance, and 
weighing nearly a pound. It is excellent to 
eat, but too much of it will make one bleed 
atthe nose. Seventy li from Lh’asa is acon. 
vent ontopof a hilland a great hole full of 
white clay that is good toeat. As fast as the 
clay is eaten more takesits place. Behind 
the convent is a large lake, and evil-doers 
who go near always tumble intoitt. The Thi- 
betans used tocast Buddhas in copper, and 
the smaller they were the more they were 
worth. 

Chinese philosophers say that manners 
differ every hundred liof distance, and cus- 
toms are no longer the same every thousand 
H. Thus the ways of the Thibetans vary, Dut 
in most parts !t is usual for a woman going to 
see a priest to smear her face with molasses. 
If this is not done It is said that she is trying 
to captivate the lama by her comeliness—an 
unpardonable crime. sign of rhe > > on 
meeting a person isto hold up the cla8ped 
hands and stick out thetongue. Whena man 
dies one-half of his property goes to charity 
and the other halftothe lamas. His family 
gets nothing. One ofthe writers quoted ob- 
serves that in case of death the corpse ts tied 
up with the head between the knees and sus- 

ended in a rawhide bag from the rafters. A 

ew days later itis takento the corpse cut- 
ter’s place, where it is tiled toa post. ae 
flesh a then cut off and given to dogs and the 
bones crushed intoa stone mortar and made 
up with grain Into balls, which are also 
thrown to dogs and vultures. Both these 
methods of burial are considered highly de- 
sirable. 

For small misdemeanors men and women 
are stripped and beaten in the market place. 
Great criminals are bound with ro and 
whipped with rawhide lashes. It this does 
not persuade them toavow their gullt boiling 
butter fs poured on their chests. Supposing 
that they still protest their innocence, they 
are suffocated with water, or splinters are 
driven under their nalls. 

A woman who chooses to remain single and 
to earn her own living is regarded as an ob- 
ject of scorn and derision, whereas, she who 
can properly perform the duties of a wife to 
three or four brothers at the same time Is ac- 
counted admirable. It costs so much to sup-

SOON ADJOURNED. 


Initial Session of the Fifty-Second Con- 
gress To-Day. 


‘G00D HUMOR AND BOUQUETS PREVAILED 
IN THE HOUSE. 


More New Faces Than Had Been Seen for 
Years—R6ll Call the Only Business 
Transacted—Ex-Speaker Reed's Name 
Cheered-Mr. Holman’s Motion for 
Adjournment Carried. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 7.—The heavy 
rainstorm which visited the city this morn- 
ing of had little effect in dampening the ardor 
of persons desirous of witnessing the open- 
tng the Fifty-second Congress, and at an 
early hour a great crowd surged through the 
corridor of the Capitol. Especially 
was this true in the House wing, 
where there was no vent to relieve the crowd 
owing to the fact that the galleries were kept 
closed in order to enable the Democrats to 
hold their caucus. The utmost good feeling 
prevailed, however, and marble stairs were 
improvised into seats by the patient waiters. 

Hardly had the caucus adjourned whena 
wild rush was made for the galleries, 
and in a few minutes every avalil- 
able seat in the long benches 
was occupied and the less fortunate specta- 
tors were compelled to view the scene over 
each other’s shoulders from the door re- 
cesses. Some complaint was made that the 
members’ gallery was opened some time be- 
fore the others. On the floor all was bustle 
and confusion. 

As the Republicans entered the hall of the 
House (where the Democratic caucus had 
been held) they were greeted by their Demo- 
cratic colieagues, and congratulations and 
condolences were exchanged. The chamber 
presented a bright appearance, notwith- 
standing the gloominess of the day. The 
furniture had been reupholstered, and the 
blue covering of the desks contrasts pleas- 
antly with the new terra cotta carpet. 

Many of the desks were ornamenced with 
floral designs of more or less beauty, although 
they were not as numerous asin former 
years, andthe Speaker’s desk was conspica- 
ous by the absence of adornment. The 
handsomest plece was one standing about 
four feet high, surmounted by a crown of 
roses and lilles, presented to Mr. T. J. Camp- 
bell of New York by the Oriental Club, 
Mr. Campbell modestly withdrew in order to 
escape congratulations and his place was 
immediately taken by Mr. Allen of Mississip- 
pl, who assumed proprietorship of the tribute,

ASSAULT LAST SATURDAY AT 
SPRINGFIELD, ILL.

Marked Peculiarities in the Face of 
the Bomb-Thrower. 3 


ONCE SEEN IT WOULD NEVER BE FOR- 
GOTTEN. 


The Face Photographed—He Was Not 
Southworth of San Francisco—Indica- 
tions Point to His Identity With 
Anarchist Wissman—The Niedringhaus 
Card Gives No Clew. 


NEW YorK, Dec, 7.—The identity of the man 
who threw the bomb which caused the hor- 
ror of Friday last is stillunsolved. The face 
ofthe man when seen at the Morgue had 
changed but little in death. It was that ofa 
highly cultivated and intelJectual man, but of 
that type which, when once seen, does not 
easily fade out of the mind. 

Meeting the owner of the face for the first 
time the casual observer would instinctively 
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The Bomb- Thrower After Death. 
associate him with revolution, anarchy, 
socialism, dynamite and feverish unrest. He 
had a broad,lofty forehead retreating toward 
thg top unti!l it was lost in a tuft of straight, 
coal black hair, brushed high up off the tem- 
ples without parting. The hair came toa 
point just above the space betweén the two 
eyes. The nose was of perfect aqui- 
line shape, surmounting a firm, 
resolute mouth. The chin was round, 
receding and weak. The ears, set well back, 
were of ordinary size anda singularly deli- 
cate cast. The cheeks were thin and wan, 
while the whole lower part of the face had 
been covered by a full black beard and mus- 
tache, the beard, like the hair, being pointed, 
Where the flame singed it the beard had 
turned toa reddish brown, One of the man’s 
Steel gray eyes was closed, the other was 
half open, while‘the lips were parted, show- 

ing a row of white teeth. 
IT WAS NOT SOUTHWORTH. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 7,—Southworth, who 
is believed in New York to be the bomb. 
thrower, is well known here, but it is not be- 
Heved he isthe man who threwthe bomb. 
Chief of Police Crowley said he hardly be- 
Heved that Southworth was theman. He 
was not as violent while here as some of the 


Anarchistic agitators, although he was ac- 
quainted with them. 


‘*The act of that man in New York,’’ said 
the Chief, ‘‘appears to meto be more like 


the work of the Anarchist, Wiesmann, who 


was formerly inthiscity. Heisarabid An- 
archist and has always preached the use of 
dynamite. He has been in New York for 
some time, engaged on an Anarchistic paper 
known as the Arbeiter Zeitung.’’ 

Several detectives, who knew both South- 
worth and Welsmann, expressed themselves 
to the some effect. They believed it would be 
shown that Weismann was the culprit, for 
the act was exactly in his line of operations 
and style of work. Some haJjf dozen friends 


of Southworth were interviewed, but all ex- 


pressed themselves to the effect that he was 
not capabie of committing such a crime. 
NOT KNOWN IN 8ST. LOUIS. 

The story from New York tothe effect that 
the man who threw the bomb at Russell 
Sage were from St. Louis and had been em- 
ployed atthe st. Louis Stamping Works its 
discredited by Mr. Niedringhaus, who had 
an investigation made at his rolling mills and 
stamping works this morning. Theonly clue 
to indicate that the man was from here was a 
torn pay card having the name of the Nied- 
ringhaus firm and the date October, with the 
amount $18.05. No name was on the card and 
it was not certain that the card belonged to 
the assassin. Mr. Niedringhaus had an 
inquiry made through all the branches 
of his establishment bnt could 
find ho one who would fill the bill Mr. 
Thomas Niedringhaus made a personal in- 
vestigation in the roller mills. He said: 

‘*The rolling- mill hands are the only one we 
payoncards. Therest get their money in 
envelopes. Icould find no record there of 
any man discharged, or who had left since 
October with that amount owing him. There 
was no one that I could learn of either 
who exhibited any cranky tendencies or who 
would be likely to make suchan attempt. I 
would like, however, to get a copy or photo- 
graph of thecard. Allour stationery bears 
the firm name, and not the name of Nie- 
dringhaus, except where it appears in 
smalier letters to indicate the membDers.’’ 

With the large number of men employed by 
the Niedringhaus conrpanies,it may be barely 
possible that such @a man was once employed 
there, butit will be impossible to learnto a 
certainty until more evidence is obtained and 
acopy of the card furnished the firm.

MARKET DAY IN ZEILA. 


Where Ivory Tusks and Soudanese Slaves 
Are Scld. 


From Goldthwaite’s Geographical Magazine. 

Even before sunrise on the great day you 
wiil be warned of what is to come by an up: 
roar that might wake the dead. Long- 
fellow’s famous appeal to his haunting cares 
to ‘‘fold their tents like the Arabs, and 
Silently stealaway,’’ is aclear proof that he 
never was in Somali Land; forthe Arab of 
those parts, whether folding histent, lading 


fiftieth part vfa cent, robbing a ‘*Christia 
dog,’’ or murdering a shipwrecked sailor, 
can get nothing done without making as 
much nolse, and toas little purpose, asif he 
were a mob-orator. 

Ere the first ray of sunrise has streamed 
along the mighty cliffs beyond Beebera, the 
wide, bare, dusty market-place in front of 
Zeila’s one mosque is already a scene of life 
and bustie. Scores of camels are alreadycouch- 
ing down to be unloaded, with their long 
necks outstretched on the warin, dry earth 
in lazy enjoyment; and others come slouch- 
ing up every moment with their long, nolse- 
less stride through the haze of hot, prickly 
dust,while their gaunt, swarthy, bare-limbed 
masters, plodding beside them through 
ankle-deep sand, encourage them with a 
succession of screams as harsh and ear- 
piercing as their own. 

The market forms a kind of hollow square, 
one side of which is occupied by the front 
ofthe mosque, while the other three are 
flankea by a line of these queer little nests of 
sticks and dried grass that one sees in every 
Arab town from Khartoum to Morocco, as if 
the original ancestor of the race bad been a 
bird,and had bequeathed intact to his de- 
sceRdants the ancestral mode of house-build- 
ing. In these curious booths sit, cross- 
legged, a number oflean, cunning, rat-like 
ola gray-beards, offering for sale, at the full 
screech of voices which not even an ecbo 
could imitate, handfuls of parched corn 1ook- 
ing and tasting very much like wooden boot- 
pegs, white spongy cheese, ‘‘fresh’’ dates, 
literally caked with dust and dead files, and 
pots of ‘‘chee’’ (clarified butter), the mere 
odor of which would put a whole European 
army to flight. But one bad odor more or 
less matters little ina spot literally reeking 
with rancid oil, decayed fish, bad eggs and 
unwashed human beings. as 

By this time most of the camels have beon 
unloaded and the bales opened, and all kinds 
of native wares lie strewn inthe dirt. That 
huge ivory tusk, which yonder crafty-looking 
trader from Adem Is eyeing so Keenly, has 
been brought down by Soudanese slaves 
from Sir Samuel Baker’s old hunt- 
ing-grounds on the Blue, Nile, The 
wildest mountain district of rugged 
Abyssinia produced these giittering masses 
of gum.

Col. HENRY M. Bors of the Pennsyl- 
vania Board of Charities finds that the 
criminal] class of his State has, since 1850, 
grown from one in 3,500 to oné in 786.5, an 
increase of 445 per cent, while the popula- 
tion has increased 170 per cent. In the 
last ten years, while the State’s popula- 
tion increased 24.5 per cent, the inmates 
of jails, penitentiaries and reformatories in- 
creased 45.2 per cent,'or nearly in a double 
ratio to the increase of population. 

This is a startling showing for a State 
whose growth in population and wealth is 
credited by its statesmen and people en- 
tirely to the operation of a protective tar- 
iff. The increase of crime must also be 
credited to the same cause, Since the ac- 
cepted explanation of it is that the pro- 
tected manufacturers of Pennsylvania have 
imported a large increase of criminals in 
importing laborers from Europe and ne- 
groes from the South to take the place of 
strikers who demanded some wage increase 
from protection to enable them to live 
without stealing. A cotemporaneous de- 
crease in the ratio of criminal convictions 
to population in Great Britain, Ireland and 
other foreign countries is cited in corrobo- 
ration of the theory that the alarm- 
ingly large accession to Pennsylvania's 
criminal class has been imported. 

Now it is a social condition, nota theory, 
that we have to deal within Pennsylvania, 
Whether imported under the operation of 
our beneficent tariff or engendered on the 
spot, this gigantic increase of pauperism

MADE BY THE MARAUDERS. 


Citizen—A Mysterious Death. 


The suburban burglars are still at work, 
judging from the reports coming in. 
Encouraged by thelr success in steal- 


the past month they have equipped them- 
selves with horses and wagons and when 
they call on housekeepers at night they leave 
no room to question the nature of their 


called at the house of Capt. Nicholas 
Beaver in Fairview, and breaking 
open a basement window, trawled in. When 
they drove off half an hour later they took 
with them all of Mrs. Beaver’s preserves and 
canned fruits, several barrels of apples and 
potatoes, some choice wine, some butter and 
eggs and other provisions, 

The burglars who entered Capt. Beaver’s 
house at Fairview are supposed tobe the 
same men who broke into A. F. Rosen’s 
dwelling in Tuxedo Park at3 o’clock Sunday 
morning and carried off about a wagon 
load of godds. They forced open 
the basement window and then ransacked 
the house, going through every room with- 
out arousing the sleepers. They stolea gold 
watch and chain, $60 In cash, a fur cap, 
twenty cans of fruit, a sack of flour, a lot of 
dried beef, twenty pounds of sugar anda 
lot of other provisions. They drove up 
to the house in a wagon. Mr. Rosen 
thinks he and his family were chloroformed 
as every one in the house complained of 
headache or drowsiness on arising yesterday 
morning. One of the servants had, on Satur- 
day afternoon, observed three menina field 
near the house. They dodged behind a hay- 
stack when they sawthat they were being 


watched. The distance was too 
great to admit of their tdentifica- 
tion. Mr. Rosen and his wife 


were chloroformed, and a cloth, supposed to 
have been saturated with chloroform, was 
laid over the face of the baby. They were 
not awakened and were only aware ofthe 
robbery when aroused at a late hour on Sun- 
day morning. Both were lil during Sunday, 
but have almost regained their usual health. 

Mr. August Rosen, who is floor manager of 
Estey & Camp’s music establishment, was 
Seen to-day at his office and asked 
about his experience. Hie said: 
is There is no doubt at all that 
my wife and myself weré chloroformed. We 
retired at 8:20 o’clock ‘Saturday evening and 
I recollect nothing between that hour and 
7:30 Sunday morning, when I was awakened 
with some difficulty by my boy. My 
wife, when aroused, told me that she 
recollected seeing somebody in the room who 
piaced something over her face. She was 
powerless, however, to move or make an 
outery. The baby was lying on the bed 
aimost suffocated. The robbers had stuffed 
a lot of clothing about its head. My wife and 
myself were sick all day yester- 
day and this makes me sure that 
either chloroform or ether was used. We 
noticed a queer smell in the room when we 


floor in the hall and there were spots or 
candle-grease all over the house, showing 
that they had used lighted candles. We 
found the marks of horses’ hoofs and of 
wagon wheels near the house when 
the burglars drove away with the plunder.

Free From Doctrinal Errors, But Not 
From Scientific Inaccuracies. | 


IT HAS EVER BEEN AND EVER WILL BE 
THE ONE SOURCE OF TRUTH. 


The Liberal Presbyterian Makes Clear His 
Views on the Sanctity of the Scrip- 
tures—A Novelty Introduced in Com- 
munion Service—Church Row Over a 
Pastor—Religious News. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 7.—Another large audi- 
ence heard Prof. Chas. A. Briggs lecture last 
night atthe Church of the Covenant. Dr. 
Briggs’ subject was ‘‘Is the Bible Inerrant?’’ 

‘*‘Every minister, elder and deacon in the 
Presbyterian Church,’’ he began, ‘‘sub- 
scribes at his ordination tothe statements: 
‘I believe Ahe scriptures of the Old and New 
Testaments to be the word of God, the only 
infallible rule of faith and practice.’ You do 
not subscribe to the statement that the 
scriptures are the only infallible rule of 
everything im science and philosophy, in his- 
tory OFinart,in grammaror in HIterature. 
There are errors in the scriptures, but these 
errors are allin the circumstantials and not 
inthe essentials, in other matters besides 
faith and practice. It is the testimony of 
biblical scholarship that there are errors in 
the Hebrew and Greek texts now in our 
hands. The advocates of inerrancy have 
been forced back from the texts in our hands 
to the modern dogma of inerrancy of the 


original autograph. The confession- 
al doctrine is kept pure ‘in all 
ages; the texts are as pure to- 


day to determine religious controversies as 
they ever were. Our opponents deny the 
confessional statements when they assert 
that the original autographs were purer than 
the Bible texts now are. They deny the con- 
fession which states that they have been kept 
pure atallawes. it discredits the works of 
textual criticism to make conjectures as to 
an original text, different fromthe best one 
we can find after we have exhausted the re- 
sources of criticism. Conjecturesin the in- 
terest of skepticism are quite as easy as con- 
jectures in the interest of orthodoxy.  Bib- 
lical criticism shows that the present text Is 
as free from errors oftruth and fact as any 
earlier text accessibie tous. 

‘‘What advantage,’’ asked Dr. Briggs in 
his conclusion, ‘‘is it to claim that the 
original autographs are inerrant when no 
man has access or has had accessto them 
for centuries? It is a pure speculation beyond 
any possibility of verification. It reproaches 
the real Bible in which errors are found, in 
order to. exalt an imaginary inerrant Bible 
which no one has discovered. We have not 
the original autographs and we refuse to 
dogmatize about them. The scriptures are 
pure, holy, errorless, so far as their own 
purpose of grace is concerned, as the only 
infallible rule of the holy religion. The Bible 
will ever be the counselor and guide of our 
race. New truth will break forth for every 
generation and lift men higher. The Bible is 
the infallible rule and it will continue to 
break in pieces every other rule of faith and 
life that men may put in its way, It will 
even continue to give new theology, a new 
and grander guidance in holy life and con- 
duct to all successive generations of man- 
kind.’’ 

CHURCH ROW OVER A PASTOR. 

DECATUR, Ill., Dec. 7.—At the Christian 
Churchlyesterday an exciting scene occurred. 
It was announced that a vote would be taken 
on the action of the Church Boardin em- 
ploying the Rev. Mr. Coke for another year. 
Many of the flock belleve he does not preach 
the true doctrine. When the time came for 
the vote one of the elders arose and de- 
nounced the Rev. Coke as little better than a 
heretic. The preacher defended himself 
vigorously. Two brethren in the congrega- 
tion were about toengage ina fight with 
their fists, but were separated. The congre- 
gation voted to support the action of the 
board, but much ill feeling exists.

IMMENSE COAL DEPOSITS. 


Result of a Prospecting Tour in the 
Indian Territory. ‘ 


PARIS, Tex., Dec. 7.—For several weeksa 
corps of surveyors from this city have been 
prospecting in the Indian Terrftory. They 
returned to-day and in an interview the 
chief engineer said: ‘‘The deposit of coal 
seems to be immense, as far as we could tell. 
It starts in the Kiamich! Mountain, north of 
Antlers, and extends to Red River, the de- 
posit being in the shape ofacone with the 
base in the mountains. The line we surveyed 


will leave the ’Frisco at Buck’s Creek Mills 
above Antlers, and starting up the Creek 
Valley runs through what is known asthe 
Ten Mile Bayou,a gorge in the mountain 
running south from Buck’s Creek. The sur- 
vey gave 15.1 miles, but I am satisfied that it 
can be shortened at least half a mile in bulld- 
ing. The gradient is 1 percent, and there 
are tangents of four and five miles onthe 
line, Which has one angle of 6 degs. and four 
of3degs.each. The substance ofall this is 


that the line can be laid for less than 
$7,000 per mile and there will only be 
a haul of empty cars to the mines, as 


they will run back to the Frisco junction 
aiter loading with only enough brakemen to 
handlethem. ‘The grade and long stretches 
of straight track insure this. We hada reg- 
lar surveying outfit, including several 
natives, whoare not much force to work. 
The samples of coal we got by simply scrap- 
ing the top of the ground in the bedof the 
bayou. We went down five feet witha 
Jacob staff, the only thing we had handy for 
digging, and it got better as we got deeper 
without finding bottom. The only thing 
necessary to commence miningafter the road 
is built is to scrape off the top. earth. 
Kverything that will be used to build the 
road is on the line, except the rails, and the 
cross-ties could be laid of walnut if desired. 
Up in the mountains, a little above this 
piace, is the oldoll spring, which the Choc- 
taws belleve to possess wonderful curative 
powers. They have been going to it for 
years and camping in the vicinity, while 
they used the waters. It was also learned 
that the company, with a capital 
stock of $300,000, had been formed and 
that the road would be built 
atonce. The coalis glossy black, free of dust 
and smelling strongly of petroleum.

paris, Dec. 7.—In the matter of the decree 
withdrawing the prohibition¥? the importa.- 
tion of American pork the French officials 
are desirous of having it understood that 
their action was practically decided upon a 
year ago, put actually settled last July, when 
the Chamber of Deputies gave an over 
overwhelming vote in favor of the bill. They 
say that nothingthen prevented the forma 
withdrawakofthe decree but the accidental 
delay in the Senate caused byjthe cabinet crisis 
in the last three days of the session. At that 
time the Government fully intended to with 
draw the decree within a week and had al 


the necessary preparations made for the 
vent. The French officials alsoinsist that 
ney caused the removal of the prohibition 
by the German Government, which did not 
ntend to withdraw its prohibition unless | 
¥Yrance did. The German Embassy at France, | 
be French officials declare, was constantly 
nding to the Government offices and to the 
American legation trying to find out the 
yrogress of the negotiations. 

The vete of the French Chamber of Depu- 
ies showed them that the French Govern- 
sent was absolutely committed to the re. 
soval of the prohibition, and could not 
ecently withdraw from the position. The 
elay in the Senate’s action gives the Ger- 
sans the chance to get in ahead. Sothey 
nstructed Count Arco Valley, the German 
inister at Washington, to arrange the mat 
sxx through Secretary Foster as speedily as 
possible. No considerable effort had been 
made inany other quarter till the negotia- 
ons were brought nearly to a conclusion 
here, and Congress had published some of 
the correspondence. It was openly said in 
debate, and said everywhere privately by 
French politicians, that they were forced to 
defeat the Government efforts to restrict the 
duty frst to 12 francs and afterwards to ®, 
by the action of Germany and Italy. They 
say if we had not named the same duty with 
these countries we would have been offering 
apremiumto bring all the American pork 
here in rivalry with our farmers, and keep It 
out of Germany and Italy. 

MR. REID'S STATEMENT. 

The American Minister to France, Mr. 
Whitelaw Reid, was called upon recently by 
a representative of the press and urged to 
fve his views on these points. Mr. Reid 
esitated atfirstto give utterance to any- 
thing for publication, but finally said: 

‘*Yes, it has beena long struggle. Almost 
the first instructions I received from the 
American Government were on this subject. 
The home administration was very much in 
earnest about it. still, sofar as the French 
Government was concerned the struggle has 
been over since the close of the diplomatic 
correspondence on the subject in September, 
1890, Since that datethe French Cabinet has 
been absolutely unanimous for the with- 
drawal of the prohibition anu for the 12 
franc duty. It named that duty tn the tariff 
bill sent to the Chamber of Deputies, and has 
steadily and unanimously opposed any ad 
vance inthe rate. The Chamber of Deputies 
gave the billits adhesion in July last, but 
raised the proposed duty to 20 francs. The 
Senate made a most determined resistance, 
and finally raised the duty again to 2% 
francs.’’ 

“*‘Who were its chief friends and oppo- 
hents?’’ was asked. 

Minister Reid replied: ‘‘All rural France 
eemed to be its opponents, and especially 
he region about Nantes. Among the friends, 
besides all the members of the Government 
nd especially Messrs. Ribot, Constans, 
oche, Develle and‘ Rouvier, whose depart- 
nents were concerned, we had M. Meline, 
ean eat protectionist leader in the Cham- 
er, the President of the Tariff Commission 
low and the President of the last Chamber; 
Jules Ferry, the former Premier, now Presi 
dent of the Senate Tariff’ Commission; Jules 
Siegfried and Felix Faure, Deputies for 
Havre, and scores of others in both Houses. 
In one debate four members of the Cabinet 
intervened in behalf of our measure. M. 
Roche made an especially cogent argument 
which had the greatest influence. It pleased 
mé as I listened to him to remember that he 
ls an old newspaper man. M. Meline accom- 
plished a great thing, too, last July, when he 
got a unanimods report from the Tariff Com. 
Mission, consisting of fifty members, in 
favor of the bill.’’
